Another Unknown Vessel Seen Sinking After the Fog Lifts, 
and It, Too, May Have Been in the Fatal 
Crash Off Sable Island.

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, July 6—The Allan Line steamer Grecian has just entered the harbor with the ship Cromartyshire 


in tow, which at 5 o’clock the morning of July 4, in a dense fog, 70 miles south of Sable Island, collided with the steamer La Bour- 


gogne, bound from New York for Havre, with 725 passengers and crew. 


The French steamship sank almost immediately. 
Of 725 passengers and crew only 59 passengers and 106.of the crew were saved. 


Only one woman was rescued. 

All La Bourgogne’s officers were drowned except the purser and three engineers. 

Among the passengers were Anton Donelli, saloonkeeper, of St. Louis, and C. D. Angelica. 

Mrs. A. Lacassa was the only woman rescued. She was picked up by her husband and nee on the raft that floated from La

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, July 6.—At 8 o’clock Friday evening, three miles from the scene of the Bourgogne-Cromartyshire 
collision, Third Mate Stewart of the latter vessel heard guns and saw three rockets go up and a blue light, the signal of distress, 
burning. The Crecian, convoying the Cromartyshire, signalled to the British ship that she was going to assist the vessel signalling, 
In a few minutes, however, the light disappeared and no more guns or rockets were discharged, the vessel certainly having sunk.

He said he had 
been to Kirkwood Monday and that he 
never drank liquor and was never involved 
in any trouble. He concluded his state- 
ment by point:ng his finger upward tn dra- 
matic style, at the same time exclaiming: 
“God in heaven knows I’m not gullty.”’ 

The jury was out only a few miprutes 
when a verdict was returned holding Net- 
tle responsible for the crime.
